The City of Florence Takes 8100,000 of St. 
Louis Merchandise Up the Tennessee, 


The Tennessee River is now being made trib- 
utary to 8t. Louis. For years Evansville has 
controlled the peanut crop of that section, 
and in consequence the entire trade. The 
opening up of this trade for St. Louis was oo- 


casioned by a new line of steam- 
ts, which ran in competition 
wi the line owned by Evansville 
merchants. Up totwo weeks ago the ship- 
ments up that classio stream consisted largely 
ot grain and wooden-ware. On Friday last 
the City 1. Florence, going as far ag the 
Alabama ine on the ennessee, took 
out the heaviest cargo she had ever 
floated. Its value was roughly estimated by 
John E. Massengale, the Manager of the line 
to which the Florence belongs, at $100,000. Said 
he: Every item of the 600 tons is coffee, 
sugar, boots, shoes, or like merchandise. 
For the information of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change and some who may not feel like giving 
full credit to this assertion we have in- 
structed agents along the route 
— promptiy forward the duplicate 
bills of lading ot every article of freight 
discharged on the Tennessee from the boat. 
All that is needed to increase this trade for St. 
Louis is some attention. If the business men 
would t to get the business there 
they would find that the returns would 
be very large. A large amount of the cotton 
product of Tennessee, which has, heretofore 
fouaod other markets, will come to St. Louis 
this year. Wedo not expect large receipts, 
but enough to show the tide has turned 
this way. The immense peanut crop which 
has gone to Evansvilje, Louisville and Cincin- 
nati will largely come this way. The lowest 
estimate of peanut receipts for St. Louis this 
year is 300,000 bushels.’’ ö

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PRACTICAL ANARCHY, 

Some people are never satisfied, and the 
editor of an anarchist paper in New Tork 
who has just been brought to a realizing 
sense of anarchism’s ideal is actually 
grumbling and complaining, and threat- 
ening to quit. Sad is his lot. 

For some time he has been inculcating 
the idea that everything belongs to every- 
body, and nothing belongs to anybody,’ 
that property is arobbery, debt a delu- 
sion, payment a superstition and meum and 
tuum exploded and obsolete nonsense. 
His teaching has been unexpectedly suc- 
cessful. His readers are converts and 
apt pupils. They not only subscribe to 
his paper but they subscribe to his 
doctrines. They accept his. utterances 
in good faith, and put his principles in 
practice. They begin without waiting for 
the signal. 

They say, why should we condemn 
**the detestable and pernicious system of 
„property, and at the same time try to 
‘*puild up a property for our editor? 
Why should we hold ourselves bound by 
‘social obligations when our object in life 
eig to repudiate them? Perish the 
‘‘thought! The anarchist paper must be 
run on anarchist principles. Better that 
‘‘the editor should starve than that our 
noble cause should be contaminated, 
c polluted at ita source, by base submission 
‘‘to the idea of payment. We pay no- 
““body.?? 

What answer can the unhappy anar- 
chistic editor make to this argument? In 
vain may heplead, “I mustlive;’’ his sub- 
scribers will answer with TALLEYRAND, 
„We do not see the necessity for it.” In 
vain will he point out that a newspaper 
cannot be run unless paper bills and rent 
and pay rolls are paid. He has been 
teaching that the whole world can be run 
without paying anything. He could not 
argue that the time was not ripe for such 
a practical application of anarchism, for 
that would be granting all that is asked 
by the selfish capitalists and monopolists 
of society. 

An anarchist served up with his own 
sauce is an instructive spectacle. Rarely 
is it given to any teacher to illustrate the 
success of his teachings by appearing as a 
horrible example of the results, but we do 
not see that anything is lacking to the 
completeness of the spectacle presented 
by this wotul anarchist editor. He is tak- 
ing a dose of his own medicine. He has 
put himself in the box which he was pre- 
paring for his honest neighbors, and he 
should be kept on exhibition. In his 
present fix he serves the first useful pur- 
pose of his life. For if he proves by the 
crucial test that even the toughest and 
most case-hardened anarchist cannot 
stand the practical results of his own 
preaching, he lessens the danger of his 
ever getting a chance to try his experi- 
ments on people who respect the rights of 
others.

PLEURO-PNEUMONIA. 


Dr. Salmon, Chief ef the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, in Chicago. 


CHICAGO, September 27.—The important 
question of pleuro-pneumonia was a subject 
for general discussion in all its various phases 
among cattle owners, stock dealers and 
butchers as wellas veterinarians during Sun- 
day. Dr. D. E. Salmon, Chief of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry, sat in the lobby at the 
Grand Pacific Hotel in the forenoon and edi- 
fied a great many interested persors with a 
clear explanation of the character and peculi- 
arities of pleuro- pneumonia. 

He doubted whether the disease reported in 
the dispatches of yesterday as existing among 
cattle near Akron (O.) was pleuro-pneumo- 
nia. Deaths were reported as occurring too 
frequently for that disease. He presumed from 
such information as had been given that the 
disease at that point was Texas fever. 

As the members of the Live Stock Commis- 
sion were all away from the city there were no 
new developments regarding the disposition 


to be made of the quarantined cat- 
tle when slaughtered. Every one 
spoken to on the subject was 


of the opinion that the large packers of the 
stock yards could not afford to allow the car- 
casses of any of the cattle under quaruntine to 
go into market, even after passed upon bya 
competent veterinarian,and rather than allow 
any commission firm to buy the animals for 
slaughter, the packers would combine and 
purchase all the animals and see they were 
put in the rendering tank. The State veteri- 
narian visited the several cattle 
sheds during the day, and as a precaution 
on further removal of animais, two 
additional men were engaged at the expense 
of the general Government whose duties are to 
count theanimals at the different sheds eve 
morning and evening. Whether this woul 
serve any good purpose wasa question of 
grave doubt among many. The penalty for an 
offense is considered severe enough to cause 
hesitation about. 
BREAKING THE QUARANTINE, 

and yet, in spite of all the precautions taken, 
the quarantine is known to have been broken

His teaching has been unexpectedly suc- 
cessful. His readers are converts and 
apt pupils. They not only subscribe to 
his paper but they subscribe to his 
doctrines. They accept his utterances 
in good faith, and put his principles in 
practice. They begin without waiting for 
the signal. 

They say, why should we condemn 
**the detestable and pernicious system of 
„property, and at the same time try to 
„build up a property for our editor? 
Why should we hold ourselves bound by 
‘‘social obligations when our object in life 
eis to repudiate them?

He could not 
argue that the time was not ripe for such 
a practical application of anarchism, for 
that would be granting all that is asked 
by the selfish capitalists and monopolists 
of society. 

An anarchist served up with his own 
sauce is an instructive spectacle. Rarely 
is it given to any teacher to illustrate the 
success of his teachings by appearing as a 
horrible example of the results, but we do 
not see that anything is lacking to the 
completeness of the spectacle presented 
by this woful anarchist editor.

PLEURO-PNEUMONIA. 


Dr. Salmon, Chief ef the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, in Chicago. 


CuicaGo, September 27.—The important 
question of pleuro-pneumonia was a subject 
for general discussion in all its various phases 
among cattle owners, stock dealers and 
butchers as wellas veterinarians during Sun- 
day. Dr. D. E. Salmon, Chief of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry, sat in the lobby atthe 
Grand Pacific Hotel in the forenoon and edi- 
fied a great many interested persors with a 
clear explanation of the character and pecull- 
arities of pleuro- pneumonia. 

He doubted whether the disease reported in 
the dispatches of yesterday as existing among 
cattle near Akron (O.) was pleuro-pneumo- 
nia. Deaths were reported as occurring too 
frequently for that disease. He presumed from 
such information as had been given that the 
disease at that point was Texas fever. 

As the members of the Live Stock Commis- 
sion were all away from the city there were no 
new developments regarding the disposition 
to be made of the quarantined cat- 
tle when slaughtered. Every one 
spoken to on the subject was 
of the opinion that the large packers of the 
stock yards could not afford to allow the car- 
casses of any of the cattle under quaruntine to 
go into market, even after passed npon by a 
competent veterinarian,and rather than allow 
any commission firm to buy the animals for 
slaughter, the packers would combine and 
purchase all the animals and see they were 
put in the rendering tank. The State veteri- 
narian visited the several cattle 
sheds during the day, and as a precaution 
me further removal of animals, two 
additional men were engaged at the expense 
of the genera! Government whose duties are to 
count the animals at the different sheds ever 
morning and evening. Whether this woul 
serve any good purpose wasa question of 
grave doubt among many. The penalty for an 
offense is considered severe enough to cause 
hesitation about. 

BREAKING THE QUARANTINE, 
and yet, in spite of all the precautions taken, 
the quarantine is known to have been broken 


at two of the distilleries—Schufeldt’s and the. 


Chicago—and there are very ugly rumors that 
it has not been heeded strongly at other 
points. There was some hope that the disease 
would not break out at the Chicago distil- 
lery, but a cow was found there in a 
very sick condition yesterday, and the 
doctors are inclined to think it another case of 
the dreaded plague, although no expert ex- 
amination was made. The authorities are in- 
dignant to learn thatthe rules had been broken 
at the Chicago distillery on Saturday — 7 
but the deputies in charge fromthe Sheriff's 
office threw the blame on the shoulders of 
State Veterinarian Casewell. 

The six animals missing from Schufeldt’s 
have not been found, and no one appears to 
know whether they were removed dead or 
alive. Dr. Baker visited some of the cattle

The Starving Farmers Ask for Seed Wheat 
to Plant.

till a good dinner has been consumed. Texas 
asked for aid before the festival; she asked for 
aid during the festivities and her requests 
were drowned with the music of the bands:

PRACTICAL ANARCHY. 
Some people are never satisfied, and the 


who has just been brought to a realizing 
sense of anarchism’s ideal is actually 
grumbling and complaining, and threat- 
‘ening to quit. Sad is his lot. 

For some time he has been inculcating 
the idea that everything belongs to every- 
body, and nothing belongs to anybody,’ 
that property is a robbery, debt a delu- 
sion, payment a superstition and meum and 
tuum exploded and obsolete nonsense. 
His teaching has been unexpectedly suc- 
cessful. His readers are converts and 
apt pupils. They not only subscribe to 
his paper but they subscribe to his 
doctrines. They accept his utterances 
in good faith, and put his principles in 
practice. They begin without waiting for 
the signal. 

They say, Why should we condemn 
*‘the detestable and pernicious system of 
„property, and at the same time try to 
build up a property for our editor? 
Why should we hold ourselves bound by 
‘*social obligations when our object in life 
‘Sig to repudiate them? Perish the 
‘‘thought! The anarchist paper must be 
run on anarchist principles. Better that 
‘‘the editor should starve than that our 
noble cause should be contaminated, 
p polluted at its source, by base submission 
„to the idea of payment. We pay no- 
Oy.“ 

What answer can the unhappy anar- 
chistic editor make to this argument? In 
vain may heplead, “I mustlive;’’ his sub- 
scribers will answer with TALLEYRAND, 
„We do not see the necessity for it.” In 
vain will he point out that a newspaper 
cannot be run unless paper bills and rent 
and pay rolls are paid. He has been 
teaching that the whole world can be run 
without paying anything. He could not 
argue that the time was not ripe for such 
a practical application of anarchism, for 
that would be granting all that is asked 
by the selfish capitalists and monopolists 
of society. 

An anarchist served up with his own 
sauce is an instructive spectacle. Rarely 
is it given to any teacher to illustrate the 
success of his teachings by appearing as a 
horrible example of the results, but we do 
not see that anything is lacking to the 
completeness of the spectacle presented 
by this wotul anarchist editor. He is tak- 
ing a dose of his own medicine. He has 
put himself in the box which he was pre- 
paring for his honest neighbors, and he 
should be kept on exhibition. In his 
present fix he serves the first useful pur- 
pose of his life.

PLEURO-PNEUMONIA. 


Dr. Salmon, Chief ef the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, in Chicago. 


Cnicaco, September 27.—The important 
question of pleuro-pneumonia was a subject 
for general discussion in all its various phases 
among cattle owners, stock dealers and 
butchers as wellas veterinarians during Sun- 
day. Dr. D. E. Salmon, Chief of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry, sat in the lobby at the 
Grand Pacific Hotelin the forenoon and edi- 
fied a great many interested persors with a 
clear explanation of the character and pecull- 
arities of pleuro-pneumonia. 

He doubted whether the disease reported in 
the dispatches of yesterday as existing among 
cattle near Akron (O.) was pleuro-pneumo- 
nia. Deaths were reported as occurring too 
frequently for that disease. He presumed from 
such information as had been given that the 
disease at that point was Texas fever. 

As the members of the Live Stock Commis- 
sion were ali away from the city there were no 
new developments regarding the disposition 


to be made of the quarantined cat- 
tle when slaughtered. Every one 
spoken to on the subject was 


of the opinion that the large packers of the 
stock yards could not afford to allow the car- 
casses of any of the cattle under quaruntine to 
go into market, even after passed upon bya 
competent veterinarian,and rather than allow 
any commission firm to buy the animals for 
slaughter, the packers would combine and 


serve any good purpose wasa question of 
grave doubt among many. The penalty for an 
offense is considered severe enough to cause 
hesitation about. 

BREAKING THE QUARANTINE, 
and yet, in spite of all the precautions taken, 
the quarantine is known to have been broken 
at two of the distilleries—Sehufeldt’s and the. 
Chicago—and there are very ugly rumors that 
it has not been heeded strongly at other 
points. There was some hope that the disease 
would not break out at the Chicago distil- 
lery, but a cow was found there in a 
very sick condition yesterday, and the 
doctors are inclined to think it another case of 
the dreaded plague, although no expert ex- 
amination was made. The authorities are in- 
dignant to learn thatthe rules had been broken 
at the Chicago distillery on Saturday night, 
but the deputies in charge fromthe Sheriff’s 
office threw the blame on the shoulders of 
State Veterinarian Casewell. 
The six animals missing from Schufeldt’s 
have not been found, and no one appears to 
know whether they were removed dead or 
alive. Dr. Baker visited some of the cattle 
pens and will continue the work to-day. 
Three of the sick cattle atthe Phenix, which 
were isolated and considered ina dying con- 
dition by the State veterinarian,were much im- 
proved in condition, yesterday, so that both 
Mr. Amés and the cattle owners were feeling 
quite happy. Both thecattlemen and distillers | 
deciare that the disease now prevailing has 
existed in their sheds for at least two years, 
but as they had imagined pleuro-pneumonia 
acted more rapidly and severely they had 
never dreamed of the character of the disease.

More than half way across this great Amori- 
ean’ continent, where its back-bone, the 
Rocky Mountains, rise in rugged serrations 
off the high plateau of the Western plains, is 

a region some 55x60 miles, ot such marvelous 
sights and curiosities asto have attained the 
well-deserved epithet of the. Wonderland of 
the World.’’ The ‘‘Wonderland Route to 
the Pacific Coast, otherwise known as, the 


the tourist thither through newly developed 
sections of country whose ever-increasing 
productions are not only of national, but of 
world-wide importance. From ‘the gotden 
‘‘mammoth wheat farms“ in Western Min- 
nesota a teeming harvest of hard- headed 
grain flows into the great mills of Minneapolis, 
and from under the grist-stones, entirely 
operated by the water power of the 
St. Anthony Falls, comes 30, 000 
barrels of flour a day, which the 


new process has rendered of such superior 
quality that it is acknowledged the whitest 
and the best in the world. The ‘‘ Pillsbury A 
Mill, the largest flour mill in the world, is an 
immense stone edifice. It turns out daily 
4,000 barrels of the celebrated ‘‘Pillsbury’s 
Best,’’ which is exported throughout the 
United States and Europe. The present pro- 
ductions and wealth of this rich country are 
merely an earnest of what the future will be 
when those almost boundless tracks of fine 
prairie land along the Northern Pavific, as yet 
low or spade, shali expose their 
black alluv soil beneath the industrious 
emigrant’s hand, and not fields but prairies 
ot wheat shall wave before the breeze for 
miles and miles, a mass of living gold. 

IN DAKOTA, 

beyond the arable prairies, are the ‘‘bad 
lands,’’ most peculiar and indescribable. The 
mounds and hills, of an endless variety of 
fantastic shapes like pyramids, cones or 
domes, are probably the remains of a higher 
plateau which some rehistoric flow of 
water has washed out. hole forests of petri- 
fied stumps are found upon them, and crop- 
ping out ot their sides are large veins of coal, 
actually burning in flames in the air and 
smouldering beneath the ground. The earth 
on top has been burned to a beautiful terra 
cotta. 

The Bad Lands’’ suddenly give place to 
vast grazing regions of the West, and as fine 
and fat cattle as any grazing on the green 
meadows of Ohio and Pennsylvania range at 
large, nibbling the short and dried, but nutri- 
tious buffalo grass. The cowboys here, of 
reckless bearing and manly physique, wear- 
ing broad - brimmed hats and leathern breeches 
ail fringed and decorated, are perhaps the 
finest riders in the world, and sit as if giued to 
their great horned saddles, curving up half a 
footiore and aft. The establishment of the 
Marquis de Mores is one the curious features 
ofthe country. The titled heir of an old and 
rich French iamily he has become one of tne 
cowboys by killing not 8 ‘this man!“ 
but bis men, this being the greatest of 
recommendations in the eyes of these Ameri- 
can Tartars. Everything out here bears the 
stamp of the frontier and the West. 

A long stop is made at Mandan, where your 
watches are changed from the Mississippi Val- 
ley time to that of the mountain range. One 
ot the largest and finest of taxidermy estab- 
lishments is close by the depot and well 
patronized by the passengers. 

Huge buffaio héads, elk antlers six feet in 
diameter, skins, furs, stuffed eagies, owls, 
foxes and wolves, hawks and small birds, 
horns of buffalos and mountain sheep and In- 
dian trinkets cover every square foot of space 
on the walls. 

A RAW-BONED CROW INDIAN, 

wrapped up in his red blanket and scowling 
dark us a storm-cioud, was on the piatform 
with several squaws, the coarsest and grossest 
specimens of savage womanhood. Still they 
were full of fun, and laughed, talked and 
played like children. A dashing young cavalry 
officer, just out of West Point, was escorting 
some army ladies to Fort Lincoln. Western 
speculators, saloon bummers and cowboys 
hung around the depot. 

Again under way and stopping at Living- 
stone, you leave the Northern Pacific, taking 
the branch road up that magnificent entry- 
way to the Park, the Yellowstone Valley. This 
narrow valley is hemmed in on either side by 
an imposing range of mountains 6,000 feet 
high, which in one 3 nearly meet. 

Arriving at Cinnabar, the railroad terminus, 
it seems like going back a score of years, or 
two, to find an old-fashioned Concord coach- 
and-four awaiting tocarry you up the moun- 
tain, with many jolts and bumps, scraping 


of the brakés, jerking of the horses 
and encouragement of the driver, 
who so loves to flourish and crack his 


long whip. This little ride, being the first 
experience at ‘‘roughing it,’’ invariably 
evokes jolly peals of laughter from the passen- 
ers, and is certainly pleasing. ‘‘Garden 
bity: is on the line of the Park, and consists 
of about six saloons, four houses and the Post- 
office, Civilization is now away, away off. 
The Mammoth Hot 2 Hotel is approached 
and leit only in stages. It is, therefore, to the 
surprise of all that every comfort and conven- 
ience isenjoyed here which hotel life affords, 
chief among which are hot baths In the hotel, 
conducted directly from the hot springs. 
THE MAMMOTH HOT SPRINGS, 
which boil and bubbie as from the bottomless 
depths of a great cauldron, are the first of the 
features of the Park, yet so unique. 2 
men and traveled tourists concur in the opin- 
ion that the most graphic writer can not de- 
scribe, nor the most realistic painter portray 
them, so gorgeous in their effect of colors, ex- 
celling the richest pigments on a palette, and 
so wonderful, rushing up in violent ebullition 
from the fires and molten masses in the very 
bowels of the earth. The dark mountain 
gorges surrounding them add a wizard-like 
view to the scene. 
To ‘‘Norris Basin’’ is eighteen miles, and 
here the first geyser is seen in action. Every- 
one is on the qui vive to witness so strange a 
sight. When the scalding water issues above 
the ground, subsides and then squirts a little 
higher the timid ones of the party begin to 
oak if there is any danger; and finally, when 
the inimitable fountain has reached its great- 
est pitch of splendor, no one can feel but as 
in an awful presence, which the: earthquaky 
rumbling serves to increase. 

The geysers are like a cage of wild animais— 
they conform to no rules. They go off when 
they feel like it and in their own way. Some 
play once a minute, others once a week; some 
daily, some every fortnight, eto. One is called 
the ‘‘Saw-Mill,’’ because of the sound it 
makes like the buzzing of that instrument. 
The ‘‘*Bee-hive,’’ the ee a Fe and the 
Grotto“ are all named from the marked pe- 
culiarities of their craters.

The water is icy cold, yet through it geysers 
and hot springs burst their irresistible way. 
Pelicans, wild geese and ducks are plentiful; 
and the dismal pine forests that saw and cre 
with the wind on its mountainous shores 
abound in bear, elk, mountain lions, deer, 
eto. Shooting is prohibited in the park, and 
the game seem to knowthe fact. Hunters 
complain that the game they scare up makes 
directly for this sanctuary. 

The traveling is done in comfortable, open 
four-horse stages, holding from five to seven 

assengers. 

Until the Government builds a road over 
Mount Washburn, this, the loftiest feature of 
the Purk, can be approached only on horse- 
back. ; 

BUT ON ITS PEAK, 
no words can describe the vastness of the un- 
limited panorama stretched out below. The 
eye ranges over miles and miles of pine for- 
ests like green carpets; the Yellowstone Lake 
shimmers like silver; the steam of the geysers 
at Upper Basin floats heavenward; and peak 
from behind peak in the far-distant 
blue, tillthe eye grows dizzy with their num- 
bers and the boundless expanse. 

The lone traveler crossing Mt. Washburn puts 
up over night at ‘‘Yancy’s,’* a good specimen 
ot frontier life. The occasional guests who stop 
there he regales with bear stories and anec- 
dotes of the frontier, when they are snugly 

athered around the fire in the evening.

The boy cried for 
help and us parents entered the room, As 
they did so they were astounded to 
see the chairs and other furniture 
moving up and down sy in 
unison with the movements of his 
muscles. Ihe chairs would rise six or eight 
inches, whils the bed and a bureau would 
shake perceptibly. Finally the shock passed 
away, and the motion ceased only to be fol- 
lowed, asthe family state, by noises or rap- 
pings which seemed to come from the walls 
and ceilings ofthe room. The rapping also 
died away. Since that time Arny has had the 
fits or shocks at intervals of two or three days. 
They are now increasing in frequency and 
hardly a day passes without one, tnough they 
do not increase in violence. In each instance 
the shocks were accompanied by the moving 
of articles in the vicinity of the boy. 

RESIDENTS OF THE NEIGHBORHOOD

~ AN UNLUCKY WOMAN. 


‘THE AMERICAN LADY EXPELLED FROM THE 
QUEEN’S DRAWIxd- ROOX. 


The Latest Social Scandal in London Con- 
jectures as to the Identity of the Culprit— 
The Lady the Wife of an Actor Minister 


barrassment of the American Minister at 
the Court ef St. James. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH.. 

New York, September 27.—The London cor- 
respondent of the WORLD, under date of Sep- 
tember 25, cables as follows: A report was 
sent over to the United States some weeks ago 
that an American lady had been expelled from 
the Queen’s drawing room at Buckingham 
Palace. There were all sorts of guesses as to 
who the unlucky woman was, and suspicion 
fellupon more than one who would be very 
much humiliated to know she had been singled 
out for such an unenviable notoriety. No 
name was actually published. It was even a 
question whether the expulsion took place. 
The expulsion or exclusion, rather, did act - 
ually occur, though that is an extremity to 
which the authorities at Buckingham Palace 
seldom go. The lady,while an American by 
birth, is little known there, her father having 
come to make his home here when she was a 
child and she having married an Englishman 
when she grew up. Sheis hardly counted in 
the American colony here, and her social 
standing is of a very dou btful character. She 
is of that well-known class of women who are 
forever hanging on the outskirts of what is 
termed fashionable society, who occasionally 
get inside the circle by a species of hazardous 
legerdemain and whoare but little set back if 
continually thrown out. 

MINISTER PHELPS’ INCONSISTENCY. 

This reminds me of a piece of strange incon- 
sistency on the part of Minister Phelps, when 
the Queen’s last drawing-room took place, 
which would now be quite too long past for 
mention were it not for these incidents: The 
Minister certified a list of American ladies who 
were fit, in his estimation, tobe received. 
There were a great many applicants and among 
them was alady who wasthe daughter of oue 
of the best-known men in New York, and who 
had had very high social standing there when 
a girl. But she had since married 


a man of the stage and had come with him to 
live in London, he continuing in his profes- 
sion under an assumed name. The Minister 
flatly refused to put her name on the list be- 
cause she was the wife of a man who earns his 
living ou the stage. Almost atthe same time 
the Minister was making himgelf very gracious 
to Mr. Dixey, — thé banquet given 
him here and nviting him to 
dine with him. But this 
of inconsistency is practiced constantly by 

the aristocracy, from the Prince of Wales 

down, and it has not been a week since the 

Queen herself invited Albani to visit her at 
Balmoral and sing before the royal family, en- 

tertaining herin the most hospitable fashion, 

and when Abbe Lizst was here on his last visit 

the Queen received him with lavish protesta- 

tions of admiration and friendship. 

AN EMBARRASSING POSITION. 

However inconsistent the conduct of the 
American Minister may have been as tothe 
lady with a husband earning his living on the 
stage, it must be confessed that his refusal to 
certif, her name as one suitable to appear at 
the Queen’s drawing-room was inspired not 
more by his personal inexperience than by 
the rules of etiquette that the Queen so rig- 
idly adheresto. The social side of an Ameri- 
can minister's life here is full of the 
most ombarrassing vexations. He stands 
between the Queen and ali American 
visitors, andthe same diversity of character 
exists among Americans who come here as 
Americans who remain at home. There are 
representatives here of all the phases of 
American life, and the characteristics of the 
several representatives stand out only the 
more prominently because of the lesser num- 
ber to carry them. The American population 
here is very much like the American popula- 
tion in Washington—the cranks all come to the 
surface. Anyone who has had the least oppor- 
tunity to observe the social life at Washington 
knows whatan eccentric composite itis. He 
knows that no one has ever yet dared to putin 
print the truth about it, and that the only way 
to hear it described is to listen to an entertain- 
ing story told where the ears of the whole 
world can’t near everything that is said. With 
every new Administration there floats in a 
whole fresh brigade of curiosities along with a 
few educated and well-dressed and well-be- | 
haved people, who, with some difficulty, man- 
age to savethe Capital from a social cata- 
clysm. 

REQUISITES FOR RECOGNITION. 

The curiosities can claim recognition on two 
distinct grounds—because they are rich or be- 
cause they have official position. It so hap- 
pens that either riches or office may fall upon 
people who are not altogether atease in what 
is supposed to be a refined and fashionable 
community. Hencethe circus that may fol- 
low. The circus is always going on at Wash- 
ington, and itis always going onin the vicin- 
ity of the American Legation here. 
Allthe American social curiosities brought 
into being by cither office or wealth that 
come this way make haste to throw them- 
selves upon the mercies of the American Min- 
ister. Like the contingent of barbarians who 
sometimes find their way to a purty where 
there is supper, they rush in to be served first 
and use the opportunity for all it is worth. 

SNOBBERY AND FLUNKEYISM. 

And it so happens that snobbery and flun- 
keyism are the special weaknesses of a great 
many Americans, and the American snobs and 
flunkeys have a fine neld for operations in the 
august presence of British royalty and aris- 
tocracy. The American Minister is supposed 
to stand at the gate of rovalty and into his 
ears are poured all the stories of the long pro- 
cession of tuft hunters. The present Minister 
may not be altogether free from the charge 


of _ selfishness that is often made 
against him, but, being of the Ches- | 
terfieldian order of politeness, he 


is deeply humiliated and pained by the im- 
portunities of the less refined ciass of snobs 
with which he is obliged, by virtue of his 
office, to come in contact. It has been a long 
time since an American Minister here was 
Op tere with his own people who chanced to 

e here while he was in office. I do not now 
call to mind an American Minister to the Court 
of St. James since James Buchanan who has 
gone home and retained any considerable 
share of popularity. There is Charles Francis 
Adams, for instance. There was a 
time when he was talked of for President, but 
there never was a time when there was the 
least likelihood of his election, or even of his 
nomination. There was John Weish of Phila- 
delphia who returnea home, 

TO BE SOON FORGOTTEN. 

Moro than ordinary disaster fell upon Robert 
O. Schenck, and Edward Pierrepont would 
hardly claim that his services here had added 
to his popularity. Neither Charles Francis 
Adams, John Welsh, Robert C. Schenck nor 
Pierrepont were rewarded with any position, 
either elective or appointive, after their 
return home. Mr. well, the immediate 
predecessor of Mr. Phelps, avoided as far as 
possible any contact with his countrymen 
while here, and while the English literary 
classes liked him and received him cordially, 
he would die more highly esteemed in his own 
land if he had never been Minister here at all. 

The American Minister at the Court of St. 
James is constantiy displeasing somebod 
from his own country, and the number he of- 
fends increases in the ratio of the increase of 
American travel to England, and every man 


and woman offended goes back home to be th

WHERE IS HE? 


The Mysterious Suicide of a Young Man at 
Cleveland, O.

Itisa rather unpleasant ad- 
vertisement to have a suicide committed in 
the house. The signature was: Elmer E. 
Trobridge, No. 333 Cedar Avenue, Cleveland;

A postscript on manilla paper read. R you 
choose you can wire C. O. D. to my father, 
Henry Trobridge, Solon, O. I presume he will 
come, for decency’s sake, to look for my 
body, but he will not find it.“ 

The second letter, addressed to Henry Tro- 
bridge, was, with the first, turned over to 
the Chief of Police, who sent a message to 
Solon, but received no answer. Trobridge 
had expressed disappointment. at the non- 
arrival of his sister from Cleveland, but be- 
yond that and his disappearance nothing is 
known.

HENRY GEORGE’S CANDIDACY. 


A Vigorous Campaign to be Inaugurated by 
the Workingmen. 


NEW YORK, September 27.—The executive 
committee appointed by the Labor Convention 
at Clarendon Hall met yesterday to prepare 
for the campaign. John McMackin of the 
Operative Painters called the meeting to 
order, and George Blocke of the Bakers’ was 
made secretary. A resolution was adopted,’ 
declaring that no individual nominations 


should be made or approved in the various 
assembly districts, but that the whole force 
of the organization should be concen- 
trated on Henry George. John McMackin was 
selected to manage the campaign, and will de- 
vote his entire time tothe work. The secre- 
tary was authorized to hire such clerical aid as 
he might need in conducting the campaign. A 
resolution was adopted inviting the Business 
and Professional Men's COmmittee to act with 
the workingmen during the campaign. After 
the adjournment of the meeting some 
members met Mr. George 
held a long consultation with 
him. The subject of the conference 
was not given out for publication. The ques- 
tion of money to run the campaign is a serious 
one with the committee. Many of the usual 
election expenses will be saved, but there 
will still be much money needed for legitimate 
expenses. A great majority of this will ‘be 
raised by voluntary subscription. At a meet- 
ing of the Central Labor Union yesterday $5,- 
600 were appropriated for campaign expenses.
